The U.S. Patent 6,199,698 listed on the IDS filed on 07/15/2004 has not been 
considered, as this appears to be an incorrect patent number. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bruehl et 
al. (U.S. Patent 4,895,240). 

Bruehl et al. disclose a drive for a handrail 2 which includes drive means 26 that 
engage and drive the handrail on an outside of the handrail, see column 2, line 59. 

Re claim 2, shown are drive wheels 26 for driving the handrail by frictional 
engagement and at least one press roller 28 for pressing the handrail against the drive 
wheel. 

Re claim 3, the drive wheel fully meets the criteria for being called a tire. 
Re claim 4, the wheels are on axles and the axles are driven. 
Re claim 5, shown is a step chain-wheel drive 18. 
Re claim 6, the press wheels are mounted to be adjustable on a rocker 24. 
The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure.
